WEEDEN WON. 


But He Was Forced Into Calling Ita 
Draw. 


—— ere 


‘Desperate Prize Fight Between 
Weeden and Maloney. 
Forty-One Rounds Fought, Lasting Sey- 
enty Minutes—The Hardest Ring 


Contest of Late Years— 
Details by Rounds. 


SMITH’S FERRY, PA., June 15.—Des pite the 
determined efforts of the authorities, the 
Maloney-Weeden fight is a thirg of the past 
andadraw. The time and location of the 
contest has been kept so shady that iittle at- 
tention was directed to the movements of the 
“fancy’?’ who made their way in little 
zroups of twos and threes to McKee’s Rocks 
last evening. At the latter place a chartered 
steamer was ready at 10 o’clock to take the 
crowd, which numbered about 200, to the 
scene of action. The beautiful starlight ride 


down the Obio was unmarked save 
as being particularly orderly for 
such an occasion. At about 


4 o’clock the boat touched the shore about 
500 yards on the Ohio side of the State line. 
After considerable discussion the scene of the 
etruggie was chosenin a large meadow on 
the property of Mr. J. W. Cunningham, right 
on the _ State line. A better spot 
could not have been selected, 
the ground inside the ring being as level asa 


some long range thumping, and Maloney 
knocked the other clear Off his feet. 

THE NEXT THREE ROUNDS 
were all in Weeden’s fayor and his friends 
were Offering odds cf 2 to 1, with few takers. 


his face was losing all semblance of its origi- 
nalself. Inthe seventeenth round the Ma- 
loney crowd claimed a foul, declaring that 
their man had been struck below the belt. 
The referee decided otherwise amid great 
uproar. 

EIGITEENTH ROUND. 

Maloney seemed loth to ieave his ‘corner, 
while Weeden was as eager for the fray as at 
the beginning. The round was in favor of 
Malony however, when the men did 
get together, he putting in two heavy blows 
on the body and a wicked drive on the fore- 
head. Before Weedencould retaliate, Malo- 
ney dropped to escape punishment, 

Another claim of foul by Maloney’s back- 
ers caused a row aud a general stampede. 
The rest of the fight, though gamely con- 
tested by the bruised,\vleédingiand|breathless 
Maloney, was all in favor of Weeden, who 
hammered bis man’s body and face with ev- 
ery conceivable kind of biows, all possessing 
one point of similurity, in that they were very 
heavy. At the end of the 

FORTY-FIRST ROUND, 

Maloney’s backers, or some of them, raised 
a yeli of foul. The referee would not alow it, 
and the ring was taken possession of by an 
excited mob and two or thrée impromptu 
flzbts were in progress inside the ropes 
amid which they principals and seconds join- 
ed hands in the center, and Weeden said ina 
loud voice to Maioney, **Owney, are you 
Willing to call this a draw? I don’t want to 
kill a man.” 

MALONEY ACCEPTED THE SITUATION, 
and the fight was so decided. The time of 
the battie, which is acknowledged by ailto be 
one of the hottest that has taken place for 
some years, Was seventy minutes. With the 
exception of a bruised right eye, Weeden 
shows no marks cf the ordeal he passed 
through and it is believed he would have been 
good for forty rounds more. Maloney on the 


contrary isin a pitiable condition. His eyes 
are both nearly closed. His nose 
and mouth are badly swolien. 


and his face genera'!y has been beaten biack 
and blue over iis entire surface. Added to 
this, his wheezing early io the battle showed 
that he was not in good condition, and 
if the fight had continued he would 
probably bave been knocked out of 
time afterafew more rounds, especially if 
of as severe a character as tho¢te he had 
passed through. He was slow in Jeaving his 
corner nearly every time after the first dozen 
rounds, but it was. from sheer weakpess, and 
not the consequence of any wantof pluck or 
determination on his part to do credit to the 
national colors worn around his waist.

Walt- 
ing for the caller, Weeden made several large 


bets favorable to his Own success. After 
waiting about fifieen minutes Ma- 
loney made his appearance ip full 
ring costume and took a Feat 
opposite Weeden. . Weeden’s. seconds were 
Tnomss and kKvans, while Maloney was 


handled by Lafferty and bush. Thomas 
Brown was chosen referee. Maloney’s weight 
was 132'2 pounds, and Weeden tipped the 
scale at 128 pounds. He wore white breeches 
and biue stockings, and a belt of the 
saine color. Maloney’s colors were red, 
shite and blue. Wheeden became impatient 
at Maloney’s non-appearance and complained 
that he had come there to fight, not to sit 
around. As soon as both men were in the 
ring tuey shook hands aud stood up for the 
tight. 
ROUND ONE. 

The men walked to the middie of the ring 
and commenced striking at each other with- 
out any preliminary aparring. A few severe 
body blows were struck and Weeden went 
down. First knock-down was claimed for 
Maloney, but net allowed. 

SECOND ROUND. 

A terrible lefi-naudec from Weeden started 
the blood over his opponent’s right eye. 
Kirst blood for Weeden. Malonev returned 
the blow by arap about the other’s eye. 

ROUND THREE. 

Round arm slugging all over the ring wind- 

ing up with akn ck-down for Weeden. 
FOURTH ROUND. 

Weeden stepped up tu the scratch as lively 
as acricket, but Maloney’s movements were 
decidedly siow uatil he got out of his corner. 
He came up puiling considerably, and nis left 
eye was getting worse, while his nose had be- 
gan to swell and bleed. The men countered 
some rapid and resounding body blows,and af- 
ter a clinch Maloney wentjheavily}to the grass. 

FIFTIL ROUND. 

The first incident was adriveon Maloney’s 
already damaged optic, whica closed it com- 
pletely. This was followed up by a rattler in 
the mouth that filled it with biood. Maloney 
retaliated with several severe bluws o 
Weeden’s ears, which, however, did notseem 
to cause any inconvenience. Weeden fell 
underneath. 

SIXTH ROUND. 

Arapon Matonev’s chest was paid back 
witb a knuckler on his opponent’s forehead, 
which drew a little more bluod. A clinch re- 
sulted ina fail over the rope. 

SEVENTH ROUND. 

The men hammered away at each other in 
short order: Maloney dealing his blows 
mostly on Weeden’s ear and getting his 
share ofthe force on his left eye and nose. 
Both those organs were in a very dilapidated 
condition, and the general expression 
of Malonev’s face was woebegone in the ex- 
treme. This round was decided in favor of 
Weeden.

THE WAR GOVERNOR. 


‘he Death of Hon. Willlam Denison, 
ot Ohio, this Morning. 

COLUMBUS, June 15.—Ex-Gov. William 
Dennison, known as the War Governor of 
Ouio, died at 9 o’clock this morning, aged 67. 
He was Governor of the State from 1860 to 
1862, Postmaster-General under Lincoln ana 
Jobnson, Commissioner of the District of

MIGHT HAVE BEEN AVOIDED. 


The Death of Jacob Spillman—So Says 
the Coruner. 


The inquest on the body of the colored 
man, Jacob Spillman, who was killed on the 
12 b inst., in the saw-mill of Knapp, Stout & 
Co., by baving a part of a saw strike him on 
the head and literally cutting it in twain, was 
concluded by the Coroner this morning. The 


evidence of Bent Culver, an empiove at this 
mill, places a newW aspect on the case. He 
testified this morning that on the Saturday 
precefling the accident a largelog had been 
placed ou the carriage and asiab bad been 
sawed off. The log was three feet in diam- 
eter. The sawyer moved the carriage back 
and the rear end of the log was caught by the 
heel of the saw, which sawed into the log di- 
avonaily towards its center, It got nearly 
half wav through the log, which was xbout 
fourteen feetin length, when it broke. Tne 
log was then rolled from the carriage 
and men set to work to take 
out the broken Pieces which had 
been imbedded in the log. A 
number were taken out. Oa Monday morn- 
ing the new saw was put in, and the same log 
which had broken the other on Saturdav was 
again placed in the carriage, butina differ- 
ent position. Spillman commenced sawing, 
when the saW broke and killed bim. It was 


discovered that the teeth of the new saw hau 


struck the broken one imbedded in the log, 
which caused the accide t.

MISSOURI LAND FRAUDS. 


Eight Citizens of Cleveiand Implicated 
in the Swiudks and Indicied. 


United States Attorney Biiss received a 
telegram this afternoon from Cieveland, Ohio, 
announcing the indictment by the grand jury 
of Cuyahoga county, for making and utteriag 
forged deeds to Missouri lands, of Orlando 
Van Hise, John A. Gardner, John K. Corwin, 
Jacob Ribiet, Cornelius Newkirk, John V. 
Newkirk, P. W. Holcomb and Alphonzo By- 
am, sll of Cleveland. Van Hise former!v lived 
in St. Louis and was clerk during 1871 and 
1872 in the United States Pension Office here 
under James Lindsay, father of Robert L. 
Lindsay, who was convicted in Steubenville, 
Ohno, last January, upon a charge of uttering 


forged deeds to Misseuri lands, and is now in 
the Ohio Penitentiary under a nine years’ 
sentence. The investigation at C eveland 
disclosed the possession by Van Hise of 4 
laige number of Government patents for 
lands, which James Lindsay had in custadvy 
as Register of Lands at Ironton, Mo., in 1862, 
and which were afterwards reported by Lind- 
say to the Land Commissioner at Washington 
as having been destroyed o: taken away by 
the Confederates at the ime they captured 
[ronton during the early part of the war. Van 
Hise has dealt largely in fraudulent Mi-souri 
land-titles at Cleveland during the past seven 
years, operating mainiv throngh the New- 
Kkirks and the other parties indicted. Gardner 
is aman of considerable wealth and social 
prominence and an active member of the Y. 
M.C. A. Corwin is a netary publie who his 
been of great serviee to the gang in making 
false acknowledgments to deeds. Ribiet, 
Byam, Hoicomb and the Newkirks 
are real estate dealers in Cieveland. 
Other parties are involved, who will be pre- 
sented to the Clevetard grand jury in Sep- 
tember. The ferged deeds were uttered upon 
mechanics and farmersin the neighborhvod 
of Cleveland, generally persons of small 
means. These cases are of the «ame class as 
‘hose successfully prosecuted against the 
Burnes at Clarion, Va.. Lindsay, of Steuben- 
ville, O., and in St. Louis against Samuel L. 
Carter, Joho Brady, Jr., Levi E. Whydark, 
John F. Ricnard; and others.

The closing exercises of the district publi 
schools ull took place this morning. After 
nine months’ hard work among books, slates

The evidence tbat 
this was closing-day was mani- 
fest on all sides this morning,
